Banning of Film "Emile 
Zola" to Be Included in 
Discussion 



THE McGill Ballroom will be 
the scene at five this after 
noon of an address by R. L 
Calder, K.C., on the topic "Free 
Speech in Quebec". Mr. Calder 
is the legal adviser for the Civi 
Liberties Union, which was 
formed a year ago after the 
delegation from ' Loyalist Spain 
was refused permission to present 
their case to the Montreal public 
Today, R. L. Calder is the guest of 
the Social Problems Club. 

Early in the history of the Pad- 
lock Law, Mr. Calder had openly 
declared his intention to fight this 
"unconstitutional measure" in every 
law court in Canada, and, if neces- 
sary, test its validity before the 
Privy Council in London. The Pad- 
lock Law itself was passed last 
epring by the Quebec Legislature 
and was designed to curb "Com- 
munist propaganda," by padlocking 
meeting places and other sources 
of "Communist propaganda." Op 
ponents of this measure declare 
that the wording of this Act not 
only menaces Communists but in 
its wider ramifications might easily 
be used to curb all opponents of the 
Government and their supporters. 

Among his most recent state 
ments, Mr. Calder has challenged 
the provincial authorities to padlock 
the Redpath Library since it con 
tains many books which might 
easily be construed as "Communist 
propaganda." 

DISCUSSION ON "ZOLA" 

The Canadian Bar Association at 
a conference in Toronto censured 
the Padlock Law. C. S. Reid, an 
eminent constitutional lawyer, 
stated that despite the merits or 
demerits of this measure it is de- 
finitely outside the authority of the 
provincial Government who have 
automatically encroached upon fed- 
eral rights. 

Mr. Calder has been active in 
Montreal public life for some time. 
As Crown Prosecutor he was in- 
strumental, in part, in preventing 
organized gangsterism from becom- 
ing established on local soil. In 
professing his political affiliation 
Mr. Calder stated that he was a 
"Conservative-Liberal and a Radi- 
cal-Capitalist." 

The film, "The Life of Emile 
Zola," which has been banned from 
this province by the local Board of 
Censors, will also* provide a subject 
for discussion at this meeting. The 
American League for Decency, 
which has affiliated with it many 
Catholic and other religious groups 
and also the conservative American 
Legion, declared that the moral 
standard of this film was high, and 
thus awarded it A-l standing, in- 
dicating that the film was not only 
suitable- for adult audiences but 
even for young people. "The Life 
of Emile Zola" has also gained the 
praise of local critics for its tech- 
nical superiority. 
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DIVIDEND DECLARED

A Dividend of 25c per meal-card 
has been declared by "The Pit," 
student co-operative restaurant, as 
a result of favourable operations 
during the month of October.

One of these will be a 
representative of meal-card holders 
only, while the other two (one co- 
ed and one male student) will be 
elected by all those who eat at "The 
Pit" Nomination lists signed by 
ten students should be submitted to 
"The Pit" before next Monday at

Library Museum Makes Large 
Contribution to Local Exhibit 

Collection Ranges from Original Shakespeare Quarto 
to Tom Sawyer — Features Old-Fashioned 
'Goody-Goody' Books 



^HE McGill Library Museum will 
make a large contribution to 
the first Montreal Book Fair open- 
ing this Friday in the Mount Royal 
Hotel. The university exhibit will 
include three book-cases ranging 
from an original quarto of "Richard 
II' to modern best-sellers, and is 
to be divided into six parts; the 
first of these being the Shake- 
spearian section. This will be made 
up of Facsimiles of the Four Folios 
(1623-1685). Rubbinsg from Shake- 
speare's tomb and monument at 
Stratford-on-Avon, and the original 
quarto of Richard the second, of 
which only one other copy is 
known to be in existence. 

A group of historically valuable 
documents seals will form another 
part of the collection. Included 
here are the original lead seals of 
the Popes, the Document and seal 
of Queen Mary, and seals of Queen 
Elizabeth, the Georges, and Queen 
Victoria. Children's books of a 



century ago will form another sec- 
tion of the group. Examples of the 
old-fashioned, "goody-goody" type 
ot book, popular at the time, with 
erode colored illustrations, nursery 
rhymes, and tales of heroes, will be 
shown, providing a vivid contrast 
to the books of today. 

There will be another section de- 
voted entirely to some of the great 
English writers, showing autograph 
letters, MSS., and portraits. Among 
these will be included Pope, John- 
son, Crabbe, Temple, Carlyle, Ten- 
nyson, Dickens, 'Meredith, William 
Morris, the Rossettis, Kipling and 
many others. 

Lastly there will be a group of 
best-seller . books of which over a 
million copies have been sold. 
Mark Twain's "Tom Sawyer," Anna 
Sewell's "Black Beauty," "Ben Hur" 
by Lew Wallace, "Little Lord Faun 
tleroy" by F. H.' Burnett, . "Trilby" 
by Du Maurier, and "Treasure 
Island" by R. L. Stevenson are a 
few which fall in this category.

NATIONALISM IN 
INDIA OUTLINED 

Dr. Paton Explains Fight îo 
Political Freedom 



Gandhi and Nahru Leaders 
of Broad Nationalist 
Movement 



MJN the near future, divisions in 
political life in India will be 
along economic lines," declared Dr. 
Wm. Paton, of London, England 
during the course of an address in 
Strathcona Hall at noon yesterday, 
entitled "The Birth of a Nation. 
Dr. Paton first showed the rapid 
growth of Indian nationalism and 
then gave his impressions of the 
present politcal set-up and econo 
mic conditions. 

The speaker pointed out that, 
strangely enough, a great deal 
Indian nationalism has been made 
possible by England. The British 
Government has given the country 
the unity and peace necessary for 
the development of nationalism, and 
English literature has provided 
'great books which incarnate the 
idea of liberty." 

Dr. Paton showed how the Con 
gress (Nationalist) Party has chang 
ed from a highly conservative or 
ganization, "which said prayers for 
Queen Victoria" to a powerful poli 
tical bddy seeking Indian freedom. 
At present membership is open to 
anyone who can pay the 16-cent 
membership entrance fee. 

The main complaint of the nation- 
alists today, said Dr. Paton, is that 
their autonomous govermnent is not 
complete and that the English gov- 
ernor is empowered to veto any 
legislation he sees fit. But what is 
more important, in the speaker's 
opinion, is the fact that one-third of 
the delegates to the Federal Legis 
lature are appointed by the princes 
The nationalists fear that the nomi- 
nees of the princes will form a 
block of reaction. 

GANDHI VS. NAHRU. 
He then stated that even though 
Gandhi and Pundit Nahru were in 
terested in the masses of the people, 
their political ideas were widely 
different Gandhi is the leader of 
the Conservative group of the Con 
gress while Pundit heads the ever- 
growing Socialist section. . , 

Dr. Paton told the meeting that 
the greater part of the younger gen 
eration supports Pundit in his plan 
for a reconstitution of the present 
landholding system. The speaker 
showed how most of the land in 
India Is held by large absentee 
landlords, who spend their time 
and money in the cities. Nahru and 
his followers, Dr. Paton stated, 
would communize the land some- 
what after the fashion of the Rus- 
sians. 

Hitherto, stated Dr. Paton, Indian 
public life has been marked by a 
struggle between Indian and Gov- 
ernment and Hindu and Mohamme- 
dan. Even today, the Hindus vote 
in Hindu : constituencies and the 
Mohammedans in Mohammedan 
constituencies. The speaker said U 
would be a good thing if there were 
divisions in public life along econo-

McGILL debating team wi 
travel down to Vermont 
tomorrow to try their strengt 
against a team from Middlebury 
University. The motion will be : 
"Resolved: That an Anglo 
American Mutual Assistance 
Pact in case of aggression wouk 
be in the best interests of work 
peace." 

This debate will be a return for 
the meeting that took place last 
February, when a Middlebury team 
came up to McGill. The McGill 
debaters, Ted Piper, Law, '39, and 
John McNaughton, Eng., '41, will 
uphold the negative of the résolu 
tion. 

Ted Piper has participated in the 
Mock Parliaments held by the De- 
bating Union. John McNaughton' 
name will be familiar in connection 
with the Engineering Issue of the 
Daily. He is one of the Engineers 
who are going to face R.V.C, 
picked team in the debate next 
Monday, and attempt to persuade 
them that "Woman's place is in the 
home." 

McGILL OPTIMISTIC. 

Last year Middlebury sent up 
particularly formidable team, and 
the McGill men suffered defeat. 
The Vermont debaters were Ralph 
Welsch Pickard, editor of the' col- 
lege newspaper, and prominent in 
Middlebury public-speaking circles, 
and John Francis Darrow, President 
of the college Undergraduate Asso- 
ciation.

Dr. Douglas declared himself 
completely against that school of 
thought which seeks to set up 
type, or which urges students tc 
work along given premises, 
think," he said, "that thinking along 
definite premises has given rise to 
many of the troubles that afflict us 
today. What is wanted, I believe, is 
more analysis, more good sound 
thought and study given to a ques^ 
tion before an opinion is formed. 
There is an awful lot of jumping 
to conclusions and wishful thinking 
going on today." 

Mrs. Douglas accompanied him on 
his brief visit here, returning with 
him to New York. •

Past and Present of Ballad 
to Be Considered 
Tomorrow... 



«DALLADS: What they are and 
" how they got that way," will 
be the subject of an informal talk 
by Gertrude Paist, assistant in the 
English Department, before the sec- 
ond meeting of the Literature So- 
ciety, which will be held at 3 p.m 
tomorrow afternoon in Room 13 of 
the Arts Buildingi 

Miss Paist will outline the history 
of the ballad from its rise in the 
fifteenth century till its decline in 
the nineteenth. Street ballads, in- 
cluding political and religious sa- 
tires, lampoons, and other primitive 
methods of libel in song will form 
an important part of the discussion. 

Modern ballads, songs of the cow- 
boys and mountaineers of the west- 
ern and southern states, will also be 
dilated upon in the course of the 
talk. Stories of mountaineer ro- 
mancing and feuding in Kentucky 
and Tennessee constitute the chief 
interest of the latter type; mourn- 
ful lullabies for mavericks are the 
main feature of the former. 

This is the second of a series of 
meetings by the McGill Literary 
Society. The first talk, a discussion 
on the "Gentle Art of Journalism," 
considered modern popular litera- 
ture as represented in our news- 
papers. This second talk embraces 
more ancient methods of popular 
expression, and indicates some of 
their survivals even in this book- 
laden world. 

Professor Newton, who has just 
joined the staff of the English De 
partment this year, has been in 
vited to speak at a later meeting 
of the society.

THE LEGEND OF THE M.R.T. 

'jpHE writing of criticism that gives rise 
to controversy is very like taking dope., 
One shot begets another. No sooner does 
the belligerent critic complete what he 
believes to be a devastatingly final com- 
ment than there arisés from the quarters 
criticized such a hue and cry, such 
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vehement protestations and justifications, 
that the poor critic begins to feel like a 
literary worm. In order, therefore, .that 
the said critic may once more imagine 
himself to be the venomous rattlesnake of 
old, he is forced to write another 
devastatingly final comment. Whereupon 
the cycle begins anew and, until one of the 
adversaries becomes bored, the matter does 
not end. . , 

Such a situation seems to be incipient 
in the controversy that has arisen with 
reference to certain remarks I made about 
the M.R.T. in this column some time ago. 
Mr. Cecil West, the assistant producing 
director of the M.R.T. has, with a capacity 
for distortion and misinterpretation worthy 
only of the better critics, so misrepresented 
these remarks that I cannot refrain from 
considering the matter in greater detail. 
I may add, however, that Mr. West's 
misrepresentation was quite unintentional. 

In the article in question I said that 
the M.R.T.'s raison d'etre is that Miss 
Martha Allen may have a purpose in life 
and the top-hat and tails clique may be 
permitted to absorb "culture". 

I implied thereby that such an attitude 
has resulted in the production of some very 
poor examples of drama, and not, according 
to Mr. West, that "this must imply drama- 
tic mediocrity and a complete disregard 
of all that is true and beautiful in the 
drama." On the basis of the M.R.T.'s 
work in recent years, one must inevitably 
arrive at the conclusion that the point of 
view of the organization has been 
responsible for dramatic mediocrity. 

By way of justification, Mr. West, 
while -deprecating the use of the "term 
"top-hat and tails" as being cliche, admits 
that "one of the main functions of the 
M.R.T. is that of providing theatrical 
entertainment for a wide cross-section of 
Montreal's more intelligent theatre public." 
This attitude is wrong on two counts. I 
submit that the top-hat and tails clique 
constitutes neither a very wide nor a very 
intelligent portion of the theatre public. 
Surely a theatre that, by its own admission, 
allows itself to be dominated by a minority 
group cannot be considered as a vital and 
growing organization. The members of 
this group, more often than not, go to the 
theatre, not out of a passionate and sincere 
love of the theatre, but because they wish 
to be "entertained", because it is the thing 
to do, because they wish to be "seen". 
Pandering to such an audience is hardly 
conducive to the production of vital, and 
stimulating drama. 

Mr. West, resenting the implication 
that the M.R.T. has done mediocre -work, 
presents an imposing list of fine plays 
which 'the M.R.T. have produced since its 
inception. I heartily concur with Mr. 
West in the opinion that the M.R.T. has 
done some fine work and that the 
theatrical world of Montreal has been a 
better world because of this work. But all 
my remarks (and here is where-Mr. West 
went astray) were" based on a consideration 
of the M.R.T. today and not seven years 
ago. The fact that the M.R.T. produced 
Ibsen, Shaw and Shakespeare seven years 
ago does not excuse the production of 
Novello, Coward and Priestley today. I 
am concerned only with the M.R.T. today 
and in view of this I believe that the 
accusations I have directed towards the 
organization are just. 

Mr. West protests that he- N cannot 
bring himself to be ashamed. If Mr. West 
chooses to forget, most conveniently, such 
productions as Hay Fever, Laburnum 
Grove, Fresh Fields, Bird in Hand, The 
Wind and the Rain (plays technically 
sound but thematically trite), then he may 
well beam with pride. But if he stops to 
consider that the record of a theatre's work 
must not include merely their best, then 
I have no doubt that Mr. West will retire 
to a dark corner and indulge in a long and 
much-needed blush. 

Furthermore, may I point out that the 
seventeen listèd«plays do not form a very 
remarkable percentage of the forty odd 
M.R.T. productions. Of these seventeen 
plays, moreover, several were presented in 
the Studio before a very limited audience 
and not for the public* at large. As such, 
I need hardly add that they are not to be 
considered in any oriticàl evaluation of the 
M.R.T.'s work. When a mere handful of 
people see the M.R.T.'s production of 
Waiting for Lefty, let us say, then no 
contribution has really been made to the 
drama in Montreal. 

Mr. West observes that "very few 

artistic enterprises have been initiated and 
1 



pression and fulfilment on the part of 
some individual". This is not quite true. 
Eva le Gallienne's theatre was such an 
enterprise but it is dead today. Such 
significant ventures in the theatre as the 
Theatre Guild, the Group Theatre, Theatre 
Union and' the Modern Russian theatres 
were not; and these have and are making 
vital contributions to the theatre. All 
these organizations were collectively 
originated and brought a definite artistic 
or social point of view to the theatre. 
Individualistic enterprises may accomplish 
as much but this is the exception rather 
than the rule. 

Miss Allan's theatre is not exceptional. 
She has brought neither an artistic nor a 
social point of view to the theatre. The 
vague desire to do "good" plays is hardly 
a point of view. Her work has been good 
here and bad there; inept, aimless and 
haphazard with a periodic touch of 
brilliance. There has been physical 
development but no corresponding social 
or artistic development. Born out of in- 
dividualism it has persisted in this vague 
individualism in a period in which the 
trend in the drama was the opposite. It 
has not changed with the changing times. 

I suspect that the attitude of the 
M.R.T. is basically like that of the com- 
mercial theatre. It caters to an audience, 
instead of educating; it has retained that 
curse of the commercial theatre. ... the 
star system; its prime purpose was to 
entertain. This is not conjecture. The 
facts support this opinion. Most of its 
plays have been produced not, I fear, 
because of their intrinsic merit but because 
they have all been successes in London or 
New York. Evaluations of this nature 
may result in the production of fine drama 
but more often inflict the typical, well- 
made play upon us. Unless the M.R.T. 
revolutionizes itself it is doomed to artistic 
decay if not financial. I do not wish to 
tear down what the M.R.T. has built up; 
but by not contributing to the magnificent 
legend of the M.R.T. I hope to do my part- 
in preventing what might become a 
beautiful structure from deteriorating into 
a shoddy hovel,

of Commerce. This room was kept supplied 
with various commercial periodicals and litera- 
ture pertaining to courses offered on the 
School's curriculum. Students in Commerce 
were able to avoid the crowded and noisy Arts 
Smoking' room, and could find a refuge for 
serious concentration in their own reading 
room.

This 
unfortunate situation is not due to any unfair 
pressure on the School, but rather it is due 
to the fact that classes in Arts and Commerce 
have been swelled to overflowing by increased 
registration, and our original Study room is 
now, of necessity, used as a lecture and 
conference room. 

If this cramped condition in the Arts 
Building were eased, and the School of Com- 
merce were once more given an opportunity 
to furnish the undergraduates with a suitable 
reading and study room, then th'e under- 
graduate executive would be quite prepared 
to take charge of and manage such a room in 
the best interests of the Commerce students.

THE CITADEL, by Doctor A. J. 
Cronin. Published by Victor 
Gollancz, London. 
PEW professional men are out- 
*■ standing in the field of literature 
today. For this reason the recent 
success of the novels of A. J. Cronin 
is all the more ramarkable. The 
Citadel, one of Dr. Cronin's latest 
novels, stands out as a result of his 
lucid, forceful style, his fearless de- 
nunciation of abuses and prejudices 
in the practice of medicine, and, 
above all, because of the intensely 
moving and human story. 

The book tells of the fight of a 
young Scottish doctor, Andrew 
Manson, buried in an obscure Welsh 
mining village, to make a worth- 
while contribution to medical re- 
search. Encouraged, guided and in- 
spired by his wife, he obtains his 
M.R.C.P., and gains recognition and 
an M.D. degree with a paper on sili- 
cosis research. At the same time he 
steadily improves his position, but 
as assistant to a doctor in a large 
town he becomes indignant over 
the petty abuses employed by his 
superior to increase his own in 
come. He finds his colleagues in- 
competent, badly trained and apa- 
thetic, and in criticizing them, seri- 
ously jeopardizes his own career, 
He resigns his post in disgust and 
moves lo London. 

As a result of his research work 
he is given a position with a gov 
ernment medical board. After a 
few months of experience with 
stupid, pompous bureaucracy he re- 
signs and takes over a failing, 
down-at-heel practice. By hard 
work he builds up the practice to 
a point where it gives him a com 
fortable living. Dissatisfied, how- 
ever, and envious of the success of 
his former room-mate, he associ- 
ates himself with a group of medio- 
cre, unscrupulous, but popular, so 
ciety doctors. His income increases 
rapidly, and his ideals of medical 
ethics are buried beneath self-es 
teem, and the congratulations of his 
friends. He becomes estranged from 
his wile, who tried vainly to recall 
him to his senses. 

The illusion is finally shattered 
when one of his associates lets a 
patient die on the operating table 
through incompetence. Badly shak- 
en and appalled by the sudden re- 
alization of his treachery to his 
ideals, Andrew turns in despair to 
his wife, ' and finds comfort and 
renewed courage. 

The remainder of the story re- 
sembles the conclusion of Sinclair's 
Arrowsmith. While in the middle 
of hopeful plans for the future, An- 
drew loses his wife and very nearly 
his reason. He is brought back' to 
health, physically and mentally, by 
the care of a life-long friend, Philip 
Denny, a brilliant but disillusioned 
surgeon. In their comradeship they 
both find their old enthusiasm and 
optimism, and they set out on a 
new. venture to establish a clinic 
in a northern industrial town. 

The appeal of the story is great- 
ly strengthened by the sympathetic 
delineation of the people of the 
mining towns of Wales. Dr. Cronin 
tells of the awful tragedy of death, 
and the awesomeness and joy of 
birth with a warm sympathy that 
pervades the whole book. But he 
is merciless in his attack on the 
stupidity of town medical iboards, 
the petty tyranny of town doctors 
over their assistants, and the apathy 
and ignorance of the assistant doc- 
tors themselves, the unscrupulous- 
ness of the society doctor, and the 
prejudice and conservatism of those 
at the head of medicine in Britain. 

As a novel The Citadel is pow- 
erfully and effectively written; as 
a criticism of a backward system 
of medicine it is sound and fear- 
less.

Why Was Lincoln Murdered? By 

Otto Eisenschiml. 489 pages. Bos- 
ton: Little, Brown and Company. 
1937. 

To a student of American his- 
tory this book is an indispensable 
necessity: to the collector who wants 
his bookshelf to contain an author- 
itative account of this phase of 
literature, this publication is an 
asset; to the casual reader with 
many outside interests this is a 
book to be used for reference only. 

Taking his material from far and 
wide, some of it not heretofore pub 
lished, the author has endeavoured 
to put in an understandable se 
quence the events leading up to 
and following upon the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln. He has left no 
stone unturned in his effort to put 
the case fully and truthfully before 
his readers. This is not a detective* 
novel. Nor- on the other hand is 
it an encyclopoedic presentation of 
facts. But it does give to the casr 
ual observer an insight, into the 
doings in and about President 
Boulevard at that period. 

Mr. Eisenschiml does not confine 
himself to a consideration of the 
murder plot and the consequent 
capture and trials of the traitors. 
He goes behind the doors of the 
White House and reveals the little 
plots and counter-plots which were 
present in the government at that 
time. He dwells with much em- 
phasis on the-' movements and at- 
titudes adpp.^ by, Stanton, fte 



Secretary of War at the time of 
Lincoln's death. His refusal to 
supply aid to Lincoln al the latter's 
request and his sinister and pe- 
culiar actions in the days following 
the crime lead one to make the 
supposition that there was more be- 
hind the assassination than meets 
the eye at first. 

Complete with numerous refer 
ences and with replicas of a num 
ber of pertinent letters, receipts, 
etc., this book forms one of the 
most interesting and perhaps the 
most complete volume that yet has 
been written concerning this event 
in American history. C.R.S.

SEVENTH COUNCIL. 
JlilESSRS. Heatherington,- Doherty 
"* and Tilden formed the execu- 
tive of the '16-'17 Council. The 
ways and means of again sending 
Christmas boxes to the men. at the 
front seems to have been their 
chief concern. 

The Athletic Association seems to 
have enjoyed greater prosperity 
than other societies in those days 
for theré is frequent reference to 
the following of money from them 
for this and that. 

"The council favoured a motion 
that the secretary write to the col- 
lege authorities and demand better 
lights for our rooms."

Mount Allison and Acadia 
Represented 

•pHE 1937-1938 debating season 
opened on Friday evening with 
a successful debate between the col- 
lege and a visiting team of Mr. 
Ritchie of Mount Allison College, 
and Mr. Mercer of Acadia. The 
subject under discussion was re- 
solved: That democracy is suitable 
for periods of economic prosperity 
only. 

Mr. Ritchie opened fire for the 
affirmative by asserting that the 
noble ideal underlying democracy 
of a government of the people for 
the people by the people was a 
very satisfactory one during times 
of plenty. During such times every- 
thing was usually conducted in an 
honourable manner, but in times of 
economic stress the system broke 
down and became a mere mockery, 
a government of the people by the 
clever for the wealthy. He inti- 
mated that it was like a sinking 
ship, which wouldn't sink but your 
feet were always wet. This was 
accompanied by applause. Mr. 
Ritchie asserted that democracy 
should temporarily surrender itself 
in times of economic stress to other 
forms of government capable of 
using drastic measures, and in that 
lay its only salvation. 

Newton James spoke for the nega. 
tive and delivered his oration well 
and with deliberation. He delved 
deeply into the economic problems 
of the European countries, and 
forcibly pointed out that other 
forms of government had been suc- 
cessful in times of prosperity as 
well as during times of recent eco 
nomic stress. 

Mr. Mercer, second speaker for 
the affirmative, took the floor with 
the assurance of a seasoned debator, 
but was a little disappointing. He 
had the quaint humour peculiar to 
the Irish race of which he is a 
descendant. He alluded to demo- 
cracy as a patient who needed doses 
of medicine during difficult times 
and when it was all better the medi- 
cine was put away. 

Irvine Layton summed up for the 
negative, delivering his speech in 
a belligerent manner and with con- 
viction, undoubtedly speaking from 
the heart, on a subject with which 
he is quite familiar. He spoke elo- 
quently, but it was unfortunate that 
he was unable to complete his 
material in the time alloted. His 
wit was unsurpassed by any of the 
other speakers. 

Mr. Mercer summed up for the 
affirmative, after which the debate 
was thrown open to the house, 
while the judges retired to make 
their decision. None felt in the 
mood to air their views on this sub 
ject with which they were not as 
familiar as might be desired. The 
chairman called on several speakers 
to keep the debate open, including 
Dr. Brunt who summed up the 



situation by throwing mud at both 
sides in a discreet manner and 
blamed both for evading the issue 
at stake. 

The judges returned a verdict in 
favour of Macdonald, there being 
little doubt in the mind of the as- 
sembly as to which was the better 
side. The judges were Mr. Hodgins, 
Dr. McFarlane and Rev. Adair.

'ADAPTATION' TOPIC 
OF BIOLOGICAL CLUB 

"Studies in Adaptation" will be 
the topic . of Dr. Selye, when he 
speaks before the Biological Society 
tomorrow at 8 p.m. in Room 250 of 
the Biological Building. Dr. Selye 
achieved some • note in medical 
circles and the local press by his 
experiments with innoculation for 
the prevenion of appendicitis. Al- 
though not yet attempted on human 
beings, this experiment met with 
success when applied to animals. 

Dr. Selye's topic on Thursday 
will deal with the effects on the or- 
gans caused by the various stimuli 
of surroundings, the reactions to 
cold, heat, muscular exercise, and 
the changes that take place owing 
to defence against outside influ- 
ences. The talk will be illustrated 
by lantern slides, following which, 
in a general discussion, students 
will be given an opportunity to 
voice their own opinions. 

This will be the third of a series 
of meetings arranged by the Bio- 
logical Society in an effort to solve 
the problem prevalent in science, 
that of the isolation of the worker 
in his own particular field.

Dear Sir, — 

The editorial appearing in your 
paper of November 1, in which the 
School of Commerce came, under 
fire, was brought to my attention 
a few days ago. Surely the Daily 
must have been misinformed con- 
cerning the true state of affairs in 
the School of Commerce; particu- 
larly in regard to its "being a drag" 
on the University and the inference 
of incompetency of its teaching 
staff. , 

A few years ago when I was an 
undergraduate in the Faculty of 
Engineering I held somewhat the 
same views of Commerce as the 
writer of the editorial in question. 
These views were drawn princi- 
pally from the fact that so many 
Commerce men were actively en- 
gaged in such a variety of student 
activities that it was very difficult 
for an outsider to see how they 
could possibly get through the work 
required in a university course of 
the first rank. On entering Com- 
merce as an Engineering graduate 
I was not long in changing my opin- 
ion. I found the instructors in the 
various classes and the courses 
themselves second to none I had 
previously taken, and that the rea- 
son for the remarkable activity of 
the Commerce Undergraduates lay 
in the calibre of the students them- 
selves. 

The results of the past few years 
in the Final Examinations of the 
Association of Chartered Acoun- 
tants and the present demand for 
Commerce graduates in accountants' 
offices and elsewhere should be 
more than sufficient evidence that 
its teaching staff and curriculum 
are all that could be desired in a 
university course in commerce.

The adventurous life of the re 
volutionary Lafayette was descrih 
ed to the St. James Literary Society 
last evening by Dr. J! A. Nutter. 
The speaker was welcomed by the 
President of the Society, who des- 
cribed Dr. Nutter as the one man 
who could make history interest- 
ing. Following, the lecture, many 
questions and observations were 
made by members of . the Society, 
who also expressed their delight in 
hearing the speaker's vivid por- 
trayal. 

Born in riches and in aristocracy, 
Lafayette was remarkable for his 
consistent honesty; his love for lib- 
erty and democracy. His yearning 
for adventure was satisfied by fight- 
in the American and French armies, 
where his money bought him high 
rank. When oniy twenty years old. 
he became Major-General under 
Washington, as well as his Aide-de- 
Camp. He was no mercenary, and 
he. travelled from America to 
France and back again merely to 
be able to fight and win glory. His 
name was made in 1781, when, with 
the aid of the French, his Ameri- 
can troops defeated the British at 
Yorkstown, Virginia. 

Lafayette was important in the 
first years of the French Revolu- 
tion. He advised the summoning of 
the States General, he became vice- 
president of the Assembly, he prob- 
ably aided in the escape of the king 
in 1791. Given an army, he would 
have helped the king, except for 
opposition by t Marie Antoinette. 
That he fled from France an exile 
the next year and stayed away for 
seven years was probably the 
reason that his enemies did not 
have him marched to the guillotine 
during the Reign of Terror. 

The revolution of 1830 again 
brought Lafayette, a man of 
seventy, to the fore, this time as 
consultant to. the' King. He was 
given comipajnd of 30,000 National 
Guards. He demanded promises 
from the king for a liberal and 
democratic form of government. 
Louis-Phillippe did not believe in 
argument, and he assented to La- 
fayette's wishes; neither did he be- 



lieve in democracy, 
broke his pledges.
